The feature of Col. Morrison’s narrative, which was written under 
fire, is the information that half of tne First Infantry Brigade, under 
General Mercier, of Toronto, and one battery, under Col. Morrison, 
were all that filled a gap a mile and a half wide after the French 
troops had been forced to retire before the German gas attack.

I was on the road with a battery and the ammunition, two 
columns west of Ypres, and the first and fourth batteries, under 
Major Ralston and Major Sherman were at Poperinghe, preparing 
to come up. 


- Retreat of the French 


‘‘As I approached Ypres tremendous firing could be heard 
about two miles to our half left, and it seemed to be coming nearer, 
preceded by a great cloud of dust and smoke, It was about 5.30 in 
the afternoon. I halted: my column and rode ahead to reconnoitre. 

an I had not gone half. a mile when I saw broken troops—French, 
fee. ee SDE BOPORE country ahead of the dust clouds, mounted and on 
oot. . 
“Then came ammunition wagons without artillery, horses with 
men on them but no guns behind them, baggage wagons, infantry 
in. broken groups and singly, all heading towards Poperinghe. 


Flight of the Citizens 


“T rode back and selected positions for my guns beside the road 
and waited, expecting every minute to see the Germans following 
the shells that were following the retiring French and beginning to 
flash near us. Then came the saddest sight of all, the miserable 
inhabitants of Ypres, chiefly women and children and very old men, 
streaming along the road, many of them wounded, many more too 
young or too old to hobble along. 

‘‘With these came wounded soldiers, partially asphyxiated 
soldiers, auto ambulances, traction motors, staff officers in racing 
motors trying to get to the front; behind all the town of Ypres be- 
ginning to blaze in the thickening gloom under a hell of shell fire. 


‘‘But over in the region to the northeast the steady roar of a 
fi : battle was heard. It almost seemed for a time as if my colunm 
| would be swept by the back rush to the rear, but we closed up tight 
and stemmed the tide of misery and panic. My men were as cool 
- as veterans—a great deal cooler than many veterans I have seen. 
I had communicated with headquarters, and we had orders to stand 
fast. Worst of all was the anxiety as to what had occurred. We 
were eventually compelled to leave the road and take a position in 
the field beside the road, and the stream of fugitives continued,

“(1)—That there is not. in Canadg 
an office where a man who wants to 
enlist for the war can be taken. 

“(2)—That thousands of mm _ in 
the west have been rejected on the 
grounds that there are more re 
cruits than necessary. 

‘©(3)—That there is no provision 
whereby anybody in Canada who 
wants to enlist ean do so without 
difficulty near his home. ; 

‘f)—That Canada’s boast that. 
she could send a hundred thousand 
men to the firing line is not being 
made good. 

JOURNAL’S ANSWERS. 


“After enquiry from the most re- 
liable and responsible military auth- 
orities, the Journal finds that the 
position of the government and 
militia department can be summariz- 
ed by the following answers to criti- 
cisms : 

“To the first, the answer is that 
recruiting officers have been over 
practically the whole of Canada since 
the beginning of the war. 

“To the second, the answer is that 
the rush of recruits for the first con- 
tineent made it impossible to accept 
all volunteers, but that all men of- 
fering their servicos are now being 
enlisted. 

60,000 SENT ACROSS. 

“To the third, the answer is that 
nearly 60,000 full trained and equip- 
ped fighting men have been sent 
across the water; that over 40,10 
men are at the front; that neal, 
110,000 men are now under arm: 
and that recruiting of a fourth 
division is now under way. 

“To the fourth, the answer is that 
there.are hundreds of recruiting offic- 
es scattered all over the country 
and that recruiting sergeants 
visit the most remote districts 
enlisting men and paying their 
way to the nearest training station. 

“To the fifth, the answer is that 
more than the boasted one hundred 
thousand men are already under 
arms; that nearly sixty thousand 
have already left for the front, and 
tlat -a, continual stream of men will 
be sent as reitforcements.”’ 

ALLEGED MISTAKE. 

One other ceriticisny, offered by 
some military men, is that the pol- 
icy of the department in turning 
down medically fit men in certain 
districts when the units of the par- 
ticular district is recruited to full 
strength, is a mistake. They argue 
that all men offering themselves 
should be enlisted, whether — their 
serviees are needed or not ; that they 
should be taken and put into train- 
ing immediately. 

This argument is mat by the de- 
partment pointing out that some sort 
of uniform policy must be followed 
by the government ; that to enlist 
an un-uniformed crowd, without 
proper training facilities and — with 
limited equipment, would mean im- 
evibable confusion, disorganization 
and unnecessary expense, as all men 
enlisted have to be paid. 

KSTIMATIS HXCKEEDED. 

The government, it is pointed out, 
has actually enlisted, trained and 
equipped more men than was at first 
decided upon. In parliament Sir 
Robert. Borden laid down a_ policy 
by which it was determined that 
50,000 men should be kept constant- 
ly under arms. This number is now 
exceeded by men who actually — left 
the country’s shores ; and there aro 
vearly 50,000 men in training.

Early Morning Advance 


‘At 3.30 a.m. orders were reveived to advance rapidly and 
support a counter-attack by General Mercer’s brigade of infantry 
along the canal on the north side of Ypres. It was early dawn. 
We went forward on the rush, and with ‘King’ (Col. Morrison’s 
horse) I scouted the position quicker than he ever did at Petawa. 
You would think he knew what was happening. 

“‘T had just got my battery in on the canal bank when Mercer’s 
half brigade was ordered to advance. Later we found that his two 
regiments and my one battery were all that filled in the gap that the 
French troops had left in the line, and in the one and one-half 
miles wide. 

‘‘Our infantry went forward as game as wild-cats, and my four 
guns did their best to give them adequate support at two thousand 
yards range. 

‘“lhe infantry reached the foot of the ridge, at what is now 
known as Hill 29, and held on. 

‘In the afternoon they were reinforced by the 138th battalion in- 
fantry and the first and fourth batteries arrived and dug emplace- 
ments. Sections from the second and third Canadian brigades also 
reported to me, so that when the second attack took place I had 
sixteen guns in the firing line. This attack lasted till dusk, and was 
a bloody affair. 

‘‘Mercer’s two regiments were supposed to be in support of the 
brigade, but they also charged, and part of the fourth battalion, 
under Lieut.-Col. Becher, of London, were the only troops to act- 
ually reach the ridge. During the night they had to be withdrawn. 

‘‘Mercer’s brigade and the British brigade were then withdrawn 
to Weitje, and their places taken by a division of French troops, and 
my guns were sent under the French general commander from 

‘ Ypres to the point on the canal directly north, where the Germans 
had gotten across. 

“Since that for ten days we have been firing about one hundred 
and fifty rounds per gun per day, supporting French attacks on the 
ridge, subjected day and night to a gruelling from 17 inch, 12 inch 
and 6 inch shells. Of the men actually engaged with the guns I 
have already lost over fifty killed and wounded, and about the same 
number of horses killed, though the latter are a mile in the rear. 

(! ‘‘My men are standing the gaff splendidly. Whatever may 
happen I think Canada can depend we will finish in style.”
